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ESIDENTS are 
being urged to 
fill in their census 
forms and help 
Hackney get all the 
Government money 
it is entitled to for 
vital services. 

The census is a count 
of an area’s population, 
co-ordinated by the Office 
for National Statistics 
(ONS) every ten years. The 
data is used to calculate 
how much funding each 


place should receive 
for health, education, 
and policing, as well as 
council services. The more 
accurate the count, the 
fairer the funding. 

At the last census 
in 2001, over 25 per 
cent of households in 
Hackney didn’t return 
their questionnaire, 
which meant the borough 
potentially lost out on 
hundreds of millions of 
pounds. This time, it is 
hoped every household 
will return their form. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor 
of Hackney, said: “It’s 
essential that every 


household takes the time 
to fill in the census. The 
more households that do 
it; the more money we will 
get for local services. 

“This year’s census 
will be one of the most 
important ever. The 
Council is facing more 
than £80million in 
Government spending cuts 
over the next four years; 
and we need to ensure 
the Government has an 
accurate understanding of 
the borough’s population 
and its needs, so this is 
reflected in how much 
money we receive for vital 
services. 


“The census is also 
critical to the Council 
and its partners in 
deciding how to plan and 
deliver services such as 
transport, adult social care, 
healthcare and education.” 

Census forms will be 
delivered during March. 
The questions cover areas 
like work, health, ethnic 
background and languages 
spoken. The name of 
everyone who lives in a 


household on 27 March 
needs to be written on the 
form, as does anyone 
who is visiting overnight 
on that date. Census 
information is confidential 
and only used to produce 
data on numbers of people 
and the service need of 
areas. Support to fill in 
the form is available in 58 
languages, and for people 
with sight and hearing 
difficulties.

T HE Council’s 

Reclaiming Social 
Work programme 
has been hailed as 
leading a new approach to 
child protection. 

Professor Eileen Munro’s 
interim report for the 
Government is the second 
in her three-part study of the 
country’s child protection 
system. 

It identifies where reform 
is needed, and focuses on 
helping children, rather 
than on the regulations, 


inspections and procedures 
which some believe have 
thrown the system out 
of balance. 

To encourage change, 
Professor Munro wants to 
test out how to give frontline 
social workers greater 
autonomy so they can better 
exercise their professional 
judgment. 

She said: “Child 
protection is not an easy job. 
I now need to work with 
professionals to develop 
more precisely how my 
ideas will work in practice. 
Ultimately this is about 
helping them to do their job 
better, more confidently, 
and with more support so 


What is Reclaiming Social Work? 


In 2008, the Council radically 
remodelled its children’s 
social care system, offering a 
fresh approach for staff, 
as well as the families they 
work with. 

Hackney created small teams 
of staff that work under the 
leadership of a consultant 
social worker. 

This leader takes 
responsibility for work 
within the unit and makes 


key decisions, which means 
experienced senior social 
workers can spend more 
time working directly with 
families and less time on 
administrative tasks. 
Independent evaluation 
has shown that as a result, 
there are now lower rates 
of children becoming the 
subject of a Child Protection 
Plan more than once, and 
fewer looked-after children in

To achieve this, ministers 
are considering granting 
Hackney - along with 
four other authorities 
whose success was also 
highlighted in the report - 
the independence to spend 
more time working with 
families.

There has also been an 
overall saving in the Council’s 
children’s social care costs 
of 4.97 per cent, due to a 
reduction of the number

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The new primary school, 
officially opened this month, 

cost £9million

O ne of the country’s 
most eco- 
friendly schools 
was opened in 
Hackney this month. 

Pupils at Berger Primary 
School proudly showed 
off the new building in 
Anderson Road, E9, at 
its official opening on 
17 February by Mayor 
of Hackney, Jules Pipe. 

Guests were treated to 
performances from the 
school choir, ballet and 
dance club and African 
music. 

The new building, which 
was completed last April, 
features toilets that use 
recycled rainwater; 180m2 
of solar panels; and a sedum 
green roof on which you 
can grow plants. Architects 
Studio E have maximised 


the natural light in the 
building, so electricity use 
is kept to a minimum, and 
better airflow throughout 
the school has cancelled 
out the need for air 
conditioning. 

The school has been 
awarded an excellent 
rating from BREEAM - the 
environmental assessment 
method used by buildings 
experts, which makes it one 
of the most eco-friendly 
schools in Britain. 

Head Teacher, Karen 


Coulthard, said: “This is 
a brilliant building, full of 
light and air and with the 
message of sustainability 
running right through 
it. Pm delighted that our 
children can learn in such an 
inspiring environment. The 
feedback from children and 
parents has been fantastic.” 

The £9million project was 
managed by The Learning 
Trust, on behalf of the 
Council and funded jointly 
by the Council and the 
school. 

Alan Wood, Chief 
Executive of The Learning 
Trust, said: “Hackney is 
now home to some of the 
most impressive school 
buildings in the country and 
Berger Primary School is no 


exception. It demonstrates 
the benefits to pupils of 
seeing a construction 
through from the first 
architectural drawing to the 
final lick of paint.” 

Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Children’s 
Services, said: “Berger 
Primary School’s new 
building is a wonderful 
example of involvement 
from and long term benefits 
for pupils in Hackney, and 
is a welcome addition to the 
borough’s growing number 
of impressive, sustainable 
school buildings.”

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No front line cuts 


AS I’ve said before in this column, I’m determined the Council 
budget we are about to set will not make front line cuts to the 
services the Council provides to residents - there will be no 
raising of eligibility criteria for home care for the elderly, there’ll 
be no library closures, no closure of children’s centres, no 
reduction in the cleanliness of our streets. 

When setting the Council’s budget, the focus is often on the 
several millions of new expenditure that will begin in the new 
financial year. What often is overlooked is the more than 
£1 billion that is spent on services and facilities throughout 
the year. From street-cleaning to social care, from libraries 
to leisure centres, new ways of using this money have been 
adopted over the past eight years to improve and expand front 
line services. This has delivered better results for the borough, 
from investing in important services, such as improvements 
in our green spaces which has won green flags for 1 2 of our 
parks, through to improving vital services, such as Adult Social 
Care, consistently achieving some of the highest inspection 
ratings possible. 

Thinking about the breadth of services for Flackney residents 
serves as a stark reminder to everyone, if it should be needed, 
of the importance of sustaining services in the face of central 
Government grant reductions. That is why in this year’s budget 
the first call on resources generated by efficiency savings is to 
maintain those front line services. 

One of the cuts in national grant for the wider borough was to 
Team Flackney-the local strategic partnership that funded 
many projects that were run alongside Council, health and 
education services. As part of this budget, we have proposed 
the Council should step in with funding to ensure that vital 
work with young people, increasing community safety and 
reducing domestic violence should continue. 

Our decision to freeze Council Tax again will be taken in a very 
different situation to that of the last five years, where our aim 
was to invest in and improve services whilst ensuring better 
value for money for taxpayers. Due to the Government’s overall 
grant reductions, a Council Tax increase had to be considered, 
but we are very mindful of the continued challenges faced by 
residents in managing the economic downturn. Also, our grant 
settlement contains £1 .8million that would be taken back by 
Government if Council Tax were to be raised by a penny. 

It is not possible for Hackney to escape the impact of the 
national spending review. This budget, however, is evidence 
of the Council’s determination and commitment to shielding 
residents from the national reduction in funding for our public 
services.

Claire Harvey, a sitting 
volleyball player set to 
compete in London 2012, 
figured as one speaker 
describing the difficulties 
facing LGBT people forced 
to hide their sexuality. 

Throughout February, 
pupils have been 
involved in activities 
highlighting LGBT 
History Month, 
ranging from creating 
themed keyrings to 
debating LGBT issues 


in English lessons. Elly 
Barnes, LGBT coordinator 
at the school, organised the 
concert. She said: “During 
the day we also had a school 
march around Clissold Park 
for equal rights. We walked 
past one man walking his 
dog and he started to cry 
- he was part of the Gay 


Liberation Front in the 
1970s and thought he’d 
never see the day when 
children marched for 
gay rights.” 

Of the concert, she said: 
“The kids loved it, got a 
chance to perform and 
talk about how they really 
feel. Most students know 
homophobia is wrong 
and find it difficult to 
understand, especially as 
being gay wasn’t illegal in 
their, or even my, lifetime.” 
She added that 
ignorance causes 
homophobia, but with 
education and positive 
role models even the 
most deep-rooted 
opinions can change.

UK voting referendum 

HOUSEHOLDS in Hackney are being asked to make sure 
everyone who is eligible to vote is on the electoral register in 
time for a referendum on the UK voting system. 

The referendum will decide whether the first-past-the- 
post system for electing MPs should be replaced with the 
alternative vote. It takes place on 5 May and you must be 
registered if you wish to vote. 

Every household will receive a confirmation form by post. 

If the information is correct, no action is needed. If the 
information is wrong, or names are missing, make the 
changes and return the form. 

If you are on the register, you can apply for an absent vote 
- to vote by post or nominate someone to vote for you - but 
the application must be received by the Council at least 1 1 
days before polling day.

Laraine Callow received an MBE for services to deaf and hearing impaired people earlier this month

T IHE visual nature 
of signing makes it 
virtually impossible 
to learn British Sign 
Language (BSL) through a 
book alone, says Deafworks 
Director Laraine Callow. 

“You have a go,” she 
smiles, pointing to an 
illustration in her new 
multimedia guide ‘Teach 
Yourself BSL’. I try to copy 
the drawings for ‘Are you 
deaf?’. “You’ve just said, 
‘Hi, my art is that way,”’ 
she laughs. 

Laraine has been helping 
both deaf and hearing 
people from diverse 
backgrounds learn about 
deaf issues - as well as 
‘knocking the heads 
together’ of the not so 
receptive - for 40 years, 
earning the lively Shoreditch 
resident an MBE in the New 
Year’s honours list. 


Born into a family of coal 
miners, factory workers 
and part-time boxers in 
Yorkshire, she lost her 
hearing a day after being 
born, when she was given 
Streptomycin to treat an 
eye infection. 

“Being deaf has never 
bothered me, but it can be a 
burden; we live in a hearing 
world where people don’t 
understand the issues. If you 
haven’t had the experience, 
it’s hard to describe,” says 
the former teacher. 

However, she does allude 
to lonely school holidays 
as a child. Laraine also 
encountered barriers when 
she decided to go into 
teaching in the 1970s. She 
says: “It was very hard to 
get into and they kept trying 
to think of excuses to not 
allow me to be a teacher.” 
So was she discriminated 
against? “It wasn’t called 
that at the time, it wasn’t 
really called anything. Some 
staff just felt deaf children 
didn’t have the right to

grow up and become 
teachers,” she says. 

Things improved 
however, when she started 
working in education 
services in London in the 
1980s. Laraine speaks 
warmly of working 
with lecturers and head 
teachers in roles that saw 
her ensure students have 
signers, interpreters, lip 
reading help and other 


facilities needed for their 
learning. Laraine went on 
to found social enterprise 
Deafworks, now based in 
Shoreditch, in 1989. 

The chief concern of its 
staff - made up of hearing 
impaired freelancers, with 
the exception of her hearing 
daughter and husband - 
is to make everyday life 
better for hearing impaired 
people.

The organisation’s work 
ranges from helping deaf 
prisoners to communicate, 
to running deaf awareness 
courses for large 
corporations. 

She says: “Deaf people 
getting promotions is close 
to my heart. I love getting 
them to the next level, 
whatever that is - chief 
executive or help getting 
someone their first job.” 

In 1991, responding to 
her own experiences as a 
child. She also launched 
Playmix a holiday scheme 
at Coram Fields, WC1, 
for kids with hearing 
difficulties. 

“Segregation is very 
unpopular but it isn’t really 
segregation, it’s about 
young deaf people sharing 
the same experiences, so 
you become strong. Then 
you can go out and kick the 
ass of the world,” she says. 

Receiving her MBE for 
services to deaf and hearing 
impaired people earlier this 
month, publishing a new 


BSL DVD and book, as 
well as celebrating her 60th 
birthday, has given Laraine 
time to reflect. She muses: 
“It’s come at a good time 
as it’s tied up the first two 
phases of my life: teaching 
then running a business. I’ve 
been thinking of setting up 
a deaf artist exhibition to 
celebrate both my birthday 
and MBE. 

“Hackney is a good 
place to do it with so 
many galleries popping up 
and cultural history like 
the old workshops and 
Shakespeare theatre. 

“I’ve got another phase 
to go hopefully but the 
next will be quite different, 

I don’t have the answer to 
what that will hold, but 
I’ll still be slapping people 
around with a wet fish.”

Q: My Green Box is sometimes returned to my 
neighbour. It may sound a bit petty, but I store it in 
my kitchen and try to keep it really clean. I do always 
get the right one back in the end, but I was wondering 
how I could help the recycling crew return my Green 
Box on their rounds? 


A: Many people find it convenient to keep their Green Box 
next to their kitchen bin, and it’s understandable that you’d 
want it to be clean. 

New Green Boxes all have a white panel on 
them. Use this to write your house or flat 
number on, so the crew can return it 
to the correct place. It also helps 
us monitor who is recycling - as 
it’s compulsory in Hackney 
to recycle glass, paper 
and cans. 

If you have an older 
Green Box without the 
panel, write your address 
on a sticker, or straight on 
the box with permanent 
marker pen.

The Areola Theatre won both the ‘greening the 
third sector’ and ‘resource conservation’ 
categories in the City of London Corporation’s 
Sustainable City Awards.

Although we have made great strides toward 
mainstream acceptance of sustainability, this needs to 
be built upon, not only to protect our environment, but to 
safeguard future economic growth.”

C ITY Academy has 
made ‘outstanding 
progress towards 
raising standards’, 
according to its first 
Ofsted report. 

Inspectors visited the 
18 -month-old school 
and found its Year Eight 
students, who are currently 
the oldest pupils, progressing 
at an above average rate for 
their age. 

This is despite the fact that 
‘at the beginning of Year 
Seven, most students enter 
the academy with standards 
of attainment which are 
below average,’ according to 
the report. 


It added that ‘all students 
do well, including those 
from different backgrounds 
and those entitled to free 
school meals. Students with 
special educational needs or 
disabilities make particularly 
good progress in English 
and maths because of early 
identification of learning 
needs and effective support’. 

Ofsted also recognised the 
Homerton school’s ambition 
to build on community links 
with projects like developing 
an orchard; sports courses 
for non academy students; 
and hosting conferences and 
courses for local groups. The 
report added students make 
‘a positive contribution to 
the local community’. 

City Academy Principal, 
Mark Emmerson, said: 

“This was the most rigorous 


inspection I’ve ever been 
involved in and we can be 
absolutely certain that this 
was a well earned grade. 
There are so few schools that 
achieve this outcome at this 
stage in their development 
and it is a team effort by 
staff, students and sponsors 
that makes the academy 
outstanding.” 

Year Eight pupil, Mariah 
Darko-Coby, said: “I made 
progress by setting myself 
a target to become more 
focused. My teachers helped 
by pushing me in lessons 


and explaining work to me 
where I was struggling.” 

The academy is sponsored 
by KPMG and the City 
of London Corporation, 
and was developed in 
partnership with The 
Learning Trust, which 
runs the borough’s 
education services on 
behalf of the Council.

Kick the habit with free nicotine patches and gum 


Free patches and gum 

SMOKERS eager to kick the habit can pick up free 
nicotine patches and gum across Hackney pharmacies 
until the end of February. 

By signing up to the free NHS stop smoking service 
would-be quitters will be given the free medication for 
up to 1 2 weeks as well as access to a support 
counselling service. 

Research by NHS City and Hackney found the price of 
quitting medication was a barrier for some smokers. 

Last year, around 500 residents quit following a similar 
promotion by the health trust. 

The 41 pharmacies that offer Stop Smoking services in 
Hackney can be easily identified by a distinctive ‘QUIT 
HERE’ green dot.

Cancer patients’ survey 

THE results of a national survey of cancer patients’ 
experiences, including those at Homerton hospital, have 
been published by the Department of Health. 

Homerton was among the top 20 per cent of trusts across 
England for giving patients their first appointment within 
four weeks of referral. 

The hospital was also in the top 20 per cent of trusts 
for explaining test results, allowing patients to bring a 
friend to the hospital, and for showing sensitivity when 
communicating news of the disease. 

However, the survey also pointed to areas where 
patients were not satisfied including pain control, 
time spent with a doctor, and the written information 
received. 

Homerton said it has already begun to review the findings 
and is looking at how improvements can be made. 

Around 39 per cent of Homerton cancer patients chose to 
respond to questions about their experience. 

This national report provides insights into the care 
experienced by cancer patients across the country who 
were treated as day cases or inpatients during the first 
three months of 2010.

The service has been 
based at 43 De Beauvoir 
Road, Nl, since 1975, 
when it moved into the 
Rose Lipman Library, 
which was named after 
a long-serving Hackney 
councillor, who died in 
January 1974. From 1956, 
Rose was also headmistress 
of Clapton Jewish Day 
School, now known as 
Simon Marks Jewish 
Primary School. 

The library was formally 
opened on 12 June 1975. 
The programme proudly 
announced: “The main 
lending library with 


1 7.000 books is on the 
ground floor with a lounge 
area leading off it. The 
childrens library with 

8.000 books is on the first 
floor, while in the basement 
the exhibition lobby leads 
to a reference room and 

a large archives and 
records store. ” 

At the Council’s Libraries 
and Amenities Committee 
meeting on 2 July 1975, the 
Borough Librarian reported 
an increase in the number of 
books borrowed at the new 
library, compared with the 
quantity borrowed during 
the same period from the 
Haggerston and Englefield 
Road Libraries that it 
had replaced. 

But what was there 
before the library? 
The Archives’ oldest 
map of the area 
which shows a 
building on the site 
is Stanford’s 
1862 Library

T HE London 
Borough of 
Hackney was 
formed in 1965 
from the three former 
metropolitan boroughs 
of Hackney, Shoreditch 
and Stoke Newington - 
and each brought its own 
history collection. 

Gradually these were 
gathered together into one 
borough- wide collection, 
The Hackney 
Archives. 


Map of London and its 
Suburbs. An earlier map of 
1831 - Thomas Starling’s 
Plan of the Parish of St. 
John at Hackney - shows 
only fields where the 
building now stands. While 
Downham Road is shown 
on the map, De Beauvoir 
Road has not yet been 
created. 

The map was produced 
at a time when the De 
Beauvoir estate was the 
subject of a protracted legal 
battle. The owner, Richard 
Benyon De Beauvoir, was 
deep in a dispute with 
William Rhodes, who had 
obtained a lease on the 
estate from the previous 
owner, the Rev. Peter 
Beauvoir, shortly before 
he died in 1821. The 
development of the estate, 
begun by Rhodes in the 
early 1820s, was largely on 
hold during the ten years 
or so of the legal battle, 
and was not begun again 


in earnest until after 1835, 
when Richard Benyon De 
Beauvoir gained control of 
the estate. 

De Beauvoir Road was 
at least partly developed 
by the time of the 1 851 
census: the returns for that 
census, and for the next 
one in 1861, list some 
houses in De Beauvoir 
Road, but they are not yet 
identified by house number, 
so it is difficult to work 
out whether there is any 
building that corresponds 
to 43 De Beauvoir Road. 

The earliest census in 
which number 43 can be 
identified as an address is 


that of 1871. An ordnance 
survey map of 1871 shows 
a clearer outline of a 
building at this address than 
the earlier maps. A building 
of a very similar shape is 
still there on an Ordnance 
Survey map of 1961, but 
by 1971 the site had been 
cleared to make way for the 
De Beauvoir Estate. 

So, after nearly 36 years, 
the Archives is leaving 
De Beauvoir Road. But 
the collections will all be 
available later in the year 
when the service re-opens 
in the new Dalston CLR 
James Library and Hackney 
Archives.

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Waterhouse - an 
eco-friendly restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Chef Owen Cool admits sourcing sustainable sea food can be problematic for any 
cook. With fish stocks plummeting and irresponsible fishing practices rife, it is hard 
to be confident the fish on your plate is not damaging the ocean’s ecology. 

However, mussels are one genuinely guilt free piece of farmed seafood - they are 
low on the food chain and filter feed on the tiniest particles floating in the water. 

Ask your fishmonger for rope farmed mussels (not dredged), and as well as a tasty 
meal, you are actively encouraging an industry that actually helps to clean and filter 
our seas. What’s more, mussels are cheap, delicious and easy to cook. 


Mussels in white wine 
and cream

•1 medium onion finely diced 

• 2 cloves garlic finely sliced

that are open and if they don’t close, then 
throw them away. With a knife carefully

Parking plans 

IN early 2010, residents and 
businesses were consulted 
on the Council’s Parking 
Enforcement Plan, which 
sets the agenda for parking 
policy in Hackney over the 
next four years.
